The only difference is the heater voltage 

which is 2.5 for the 53 vs 6.3 for the 6A6. The octal 6A6 

is the 6N7.

> A type 30 is a "Medium Mu Triode," which was also, later, the description 
> for a 6SN7, which is a kinder, gentler, 6SL7. 


The octal 30 is the 1H4 (both 2.0 volt battery tubes); the closest 1.4 volt 
battery tube is the 1G4.

> The whole subject of dual triodes of the Type 19, 6SL7, 6SN7 stripe needs 
> more study, but I'll bet the 6SN7 turns out to be the best all around 

> substitute for OT tubes. 


The 6SN7 is a great tube for experimenting, not the same as a 6N7 but 
can be used for many of the same things. 


Note that many af the double digit tubes are still available at 
fairly reasonable prices, but some are getting pretty expensive, 
notably audio potput triodes such as the 45 and 50. Not, I will 

not start a flame war by stating why they are expensive, most of us 
know anyhow............ 


6A6's are also fairly cheap, so go ahead and build that Jones 
xmtr.

I have been calibrating a BC-221-AK (one of the later models) and made 
an interesting discovery. I decided to take a look at the capacitors 
and noticed that three of them were just like the black paper capacitors 
that look like big micas that are typical in many of the BC-348s. I 
took them all out and replaced them. One was actually split open and I 
could see the foil inside. A second one was bulged but not yet split 
and the third appeared relatively normal. I highly suggest that any 
such capacitors be replaced as a preventative measure. I have routinely 
replaced them in BC-348s with ceramic disks but used Mylar in the 
BC-221. 


Carmelo made me a power supply to provide high voltage from a six-Volt 
gel cell. I plan to use the BC-221 as a frequency reference when we 
operate the TCS on Memorial Day. Don't ask why - they just look neat, 
smell good and get hot when you play with them. Hmmm!
